Heseltine 
aid for high 
| spenders

Mr Michael Heseltine, 
Secretary of State for the 
Environment, has changed the 
basis on which local authorities 
are judged to have exceeded 
the expenditure targets set by 
his department in a way that 
may enable some of the high- 
spending authorities to escape 
the penalty of a cut in their 
rate support grant. 


The High Court ruled last 
October that he had acted un- 
lawfully in cutting the rate 
support grant of six London 
boroughs. The judges quashed 
the decision to abate the grant 
on the grounds that the Secre- 
tary of State had failed to 
listea to new representations 
from the authorities concerned. 

As a result of the new diş- 
pensations, announced in the 
Commons yesterday during a 
debate on various rate support 
grant orders, it may be that 
some of those six authorities 
will be able to ayoid the 
penalties originally imposed.

Jt was argued that Mr Marks 
had already been partly 
acquitted and partly convicted 
on the same offence by a Dutch 
court in 1975 in his abseuce.

Through his former student 
colleague, Marks met a man 
called James ONeill in Am- 
sterdam, which in the early 
1970s was the great drug 
entrepot for Europe.

in 1971 became the first man 
to escape {rom Crumlin Road 
prison, Belfast, in 20 years 
while awaiting trial on a fire 
bomb charge.

Fox, who lived a flamboyant 
life in Holland and was sus- 
pected of running arms to 
Northern Ireland.

A gregarious man, Marks, 
now aEed 36, comes from solid 
Welsh middleclass stock.

He worked for a higher 
degree at Sussex University 
and then returned to Oxford. 


At the beginnîng of the 1970s 
Marks was still at' Oxford, 
drifting through jobs.
